Cleveland, 0., March 6.—As a result 
of the disaster which swept into eter- 
nity approximately 
one-third of tho 
school children of North Collinwood, 
npnr Cleveland. 0.» the death roll num- 
bered 167. 


When the flames were discovered, 
the teachers, who throughout seem to 
have acted with courage and soif-pos- 
session and 
to 
have 
struggled he- 
roically for the safety of their pupils, 
marshaled the little ones into column 
for the "fire drill/* which they bad 
often practiced. 


ITnfortunately the line of march in 
this exorcise had always led to the 
front door, and the children had not 
been trained to seek any other exit. 
The fire came from a furnace situated 
directly under this part of the build- 
ing. 
When the children reached the 
foot of the stairs they found the flames 
close upon them, and so swift a rush 
was made for the door that in an in- 
stant a tightly packed mass of chil- 
dren was piled up against it. From 
that second iione of those who were 
upon any portion of the first flight of 
stairs had a chance for their lives. 
The children at the foot of the stairs 
attempted 
to 
flght 
their 
way 
back 
to the floor above, while those who 
were coming down shoved them merci- 
lessly back into the flames below. In 
an instant there was a frightful panic, 
with 200 of the pupils 
fighting 
for 
their lives. 
Most of those who were 
killed died here. 
The greater part of 
those who escaped managed to turn 
back and reached the fire escape, and 
the windows in the rear. 


For supreme horror the scenes that 
were enacted around the rear door of 
the ill-fated sohoolhouse have had few 
parallels. Little children lay six and 
eight deep, while men 
and 
women 
struggled with desperation to release 
them, until they were compelled 
to 
give way before the flames and smoke. 
One woman found her own daughter 
in this press and stroked her hair in 
the effort to keep the 
flames 
away. 
She failed, and the child was burned 
to death while her mother looked on. 


An investigation conducted by the 
Collinwood school board at which a 
number of survivors of the horror told 
their stories brought forth these facts: 
That one of the inner doors at the 
west entrance of the school was closed 
and fastened while children were pil- 
ing up against it In the passage; wing 
partitions in the vestibule 
narrowed 
the exit by at least three feet; the 
flames came first from a closet below 
the stairway at the east entrance; the 
closet contained lime and 
sawdust; 
three little girls had been found hiding 
in play in the closet earlier in the 
morning; there was but one flre es- 
cape and that its use never was taught 
as a part of the fire drill. 
Survivors 
among the teachers estimate that only 
two or three minutes passed from the 
time of the alarm until all escape was 
cut off. 
The building was 
a 
fair 
sample of the kind of school construc- 
tion In use In small towns. 
The halls 
and stairways were enclosed between 
interior brick walls, forming a huge 
flue through which the fiâmes shot up 
with great rapidity.

Nine Chinese to Hang. 


Warry Charles, one of the wealthiest 
and most infiuential Chinamen of Bos- 
ton, and eight of his countrymen, said 
to be notorious "Hatchetmen," 
were 
found guilty by a Jury In the superior 
criminal court of first degree murder 
on four counts, alleging the killing of 
four Chinamen in Boston on Aug. 2 
last. A tenth defendant died suddenly 
in his cell last Tuesday.

TWO YOUNG MEN JAILED. 


Hanover, March 6.—Chief of Detec­ 
tives White of York, executed£a coup

For supreme horror the scenes that, 
were enacted around the rear door of 
the ill-fated sohoolhouse have had few 
parallels. Little children lay six and 
eight deep, while men 
and 
women 
struggled with desperation to release 
them, until they were compelled to 
give way before the flames and smoke. 
One woman found her own daughter 
in this press and stroked her hair in 
the effort to keep the flames away. 
She failed, and the child was burned 
to death while her mother looked on. 


An investigation conducted by the 
Collinwood school board at which a 
number of survivors of the horror told 
their stories brought forth these facts: 
That one of the inner doors at the 
west entrance of the school was closed 
and fastened while children were pil­ 
ing up against it in the passage; wing 
partitions in the vestibule narrowed 
the exit by at least three feet; the 
flames came first from a closet below 
the stairway at the east entrance; the 
closet contained lime and sawdust; 
three little girls had been found hiding 
in play in the closet earlier in the 
morning; there was but one fire es­ 
cape and that its use never was taught 
as a part of the fire drill. 
Survivors 
among the teachers estimate that only 
two or three minutes passed from the 
time of the alarm until all escape was 
out off. 
The building was a fair 
sample of the kind of school construc­ 
tion in use in small towns. 
The halls 
and stairways were enclosed between 
interior brick walls, forming a huge 
flue through which the flames «hot up 
with great rapidity.

Th<r Chinese censor has memorial- 


ized the throne on the necessity oit 
abolishing the degrading custom of 
high native ministers of the crawa. 
kowtowing and addressing or reply- 
ing to their majesties 
on bended 


knees. 
Kowtowing has been a fruit- 


ful theme for discussion and contro- 
versy ever since the nations of the 
west first invaded the shores of the 
great Central Kingdom. Hitherto the 
question concerned only those who 
came from foreign lands on dipiomat- 


, ic or oilier missions. 
Xo one for a 


moment thought of suggesting tnat 
the kowrow was a degrading custom 
so far as the Chinese high officials 
themselves were concerned. The kow- 
tow before the throna consisted in 
kneeling three times and touching 
the groun-1 with the head thrice at 
each genuflexion. 


Western diplomats and others In 


China have not been in the past unan- 
imous in their opposition to the per- 
formance cf the kowtow, but the Brit- 
ish representatives from 
the 
first 


have consistently refused to submit 
to It. Lord Macartney, who arrived 
in China in 1703 as the head of the 
Srs^ Br!ti*h Embassy, when present- 
ing his credentials would only eon- 
sent to bend one knee in the pres- 
ence of the Emperor.

years elapsed before the second Brit- 
ish nifsslGG arrived In China. 
The

raised, and as a result of his refusal

Gettysburg, March 2.—Fire breaking 
^ out in the large brick and frame ware- 
house of the L. M. Alleman Hardware 
'Company, of Gettysburg, at 5:10 o'clock 
Wedudsday aftornoon,destroyed the frame 
aiinex, gutted the main brick structure, 
destroyed all contents of both buildings, 
th|eatened surrounding property and en- 
t#ftod a losathat-'ia estimated at close to 
¿35,000. 


The fire was caused by a defective flue 
of a brick chimney in the frame annex, 
and the flames spread rapidly throughout 
the structure, soon communicating to the 
' "brick warehouse. 'iFhe flames were first 
^ discovered by a number of persons at the 
' Western Maryland railway sUtion Avhich 
' is located near tho site of the ill-fated 
• buildings, and the alarm of fire was given. 


The fire company of Gettysburg re- 
' sponded promptly and the firemen, assist- 
ed by warehouse and railway employees, 
eoon were engaged in combatting the con- 
• ilagration. 


The fire reached its height about 6:30 
o'clock, when the situation became such 
that it^'-eeemed that the destructive ele- 
ment would eat its way through] to the 
central part of the town. 
The warehouse 
is located on Railroad street, contigeous 
• to the tracks of the Western Maryland 
»Railroad, and hard-by the passenger and 
i freight stations of the railroad. 


When the fire broke out, a brisk wind 


• -was blowing out of the west. 
This drove 
.the flames eastward and rows of brick 
and frame dwellings on. Railroad street, 


V opposite: the blaKiug warehouse, were in 
.imminent danger of being wiped out. 


As tho alarm grew among the inhabit- 
ants of the town, it was decided to call 
^for outside assistance to cope Math the fire. 
^ J. W. Eicholtz, the burgess, of Gettys- 
burg, sent telegrams to the authorities of 
York, Hanover and Hagerstown, solicit- 
ing aid, and later was injtelephone com- 
. niunication with the chiefs of the fire de- 
jpartments of tlieseUowns. 


From York ancl Hagerstown came the 


• resi>onse that engines were ih readiness 
»for transporuition to the threatened town, 
iit a moment's notice. 
Meantime the Get- 
tysburg firemen were working manfully 
and effectively. Three streams from the 
.V engine of the Gettysburg company and 
several copious plug streams were playing 
upon the fire and the threatened property 
in the immediate region. 
By the work of 
the 
firemen, 
assisted by citizens, the 
»dwellings on Railroad street, the stables 
of the Globe and Gettysburg Hotels, the 
Gettysburg livery stables and other build- 
ings were saved, though slightly damag- 
tcd. 


At 8:30 p.-.m. it was seen that the fire 
•Avas under control and J3urges8 Eicholtz 
sent telegrams to the mayors of York and 
Hagerstown, informing them that the ser- 
vices of steamers were not needed. 


A representative of the Alleman Ilard- 
^ware.Gompany placed the company's loss 
,iit from §30,OUO to $35,000. 
He was una- 
ble to say what amount of insurance there 
was but was inclined to believe that tho 


JOBS would excecd the insurance, 


Tiio warehouse at the time the fire 
'broke-out was filled with farm implements 
•and machinery, building and mechanics' 
(BUjjplies, wagons and carriages, paints, 
.oils, rope, twine, flour, feed, sugar, gro- 
<;eries, and all kinds of cumnjodities that 
are in com-tant demand by a largo coun- 
try tmde. 


Two carloads of sugar and a carload of 
flour 
wei-o unloaded at the warehouse 
Wedneedixy. 
This was consumed with 
the other contents. 
It is estimated that 
.fifty or more carloads of Hardware and 
.merchandise have arrived and been un^ 
loaded at tho warehouse during tho last 
.thirty days. 
Jlueh of this was in the 
i?juilding when the fire started. 


TJje estimated value of the buildings 
burned is $J0,000, while a conservative 
ebtimate on their contents is 5:3Q,000.

A little paragrah appeared in the New 
Oxford ITKM of Feb. 9th 1906.

Histories of the marriage cercmony show 
that it was not solemnized in church as a 
religious rite until the time of Pope Inno- 
cent HI, A. D. 1198, and was not consid- 
ered a sacrament until 1442.—Harper's 
Weekly. 


Allow me to state in reply that the 
Church always taught that a special grace 
of tho Holy Ghost sanctifies the union of 
man and wife. 
Our authority for this is 
the Apostolic Constitution VI. 10 and 11. 
St, Paul and Tertullianlboth call Marriage 
a 
"GREAT SACRAMENT". 
St. 
Ignatius 
taught that it should he contracted in 
presence of a bishop, an<lj£Tertulliau and 
a e m e n t of Alexandria, speak distinctly 
and particularly of the bishop's blessing ; 
and in the oldest rituals of the Church the 
ceremony of marriage has its place among 
those rites that are unquestionably sacra- 
ments. 


The Catholic Church was always of the 
belief that Jesus Christ on the occasion of 
the marriage feast of Cana, raised mar- 
riage to the dignity of a sacrament. 
If 
the Encyclical of Pope Leo XHI, Feb. 10, 
1880, is read you will find conclusive evi- 
dence of this. 


That there existed in the Church from 
the earliest centuries a belief in Seven 
Sacraments, matrimony one of them, is 
evident also from the belief and practices 
of the Eastern sects that separated from 
the Church as early as the 5 th century. 


In the 20th session of the Council of 
Trent held Nov, 11th, 1563, solemnly cor- 
roborated what was always Catholic be- 
lief, by formally declaring : "If any one 
say that marriage is nottruly and properiy 
one of the seven sacraments of the new 
law instituted by Christ Our Lord—let 
him be anathema."

Accidentally Shot by 


Her Own Sister 


Gettysburg, March 5.—One of the sad 
est and most distressing accidents which 
ever took plnce in this county happened 
at the homo oi Isaac Weikert on the York 
road about a mile and a half east of Get- 
tysburg on Saturday evening when ^Irs. 
Weikert shot and killed her sister Miss 
Eliza Weaver, of Fairfield. About 9 o'- 
clock Saturday' evening the family had 
gone up stairs to retire. 
^liss Weaver 
who had come from Fairfield to help the 
family prepare to move to Philadelphia, 
noticed that the balcony door stood open 
and remarked that she didn't like it. The 
other members of the family said that the 
wind had blown it open. 
However when 
they entered the bed room Mrs, Weikert 
opened the bureau drawer to put in some 
article and seeinc a revolver, took it out 
and playfully pointing it at her sister said 
*'llere you can use this if the burglars get 
after you." 
TAie words were scarcely out 
of her mouth before the weapon was dis- 
charged, the shot penetrating the right 
eye-ball of Miss Weaver and lodging at 
the rear of the brain. 
She sank forward 
on her knees, fell to the side and was dead 
almost instantly though there were evi- 
dences of life for a few minutes after the 
unfortunate affair happened. 


Mrs. Weikert became terribly wrought 
up immediately, being thrown into hys- 
terics, 
She was attended by Dr. Diehl, 
he being summoned that night. 
All day 
yesterday she was in a convulsive state. 
This morning she was very slightly better. 
No one is allowed in the room except the 
physician and her condition is most crit- 
ical, 
She is the mother of five children, 
all of whom are very young. 


Mrs. Peter Weaver the mother of the 
dead woman, was summoned from her 
home in Fairfield and arrive here Sunday 
afternoon. 
She, too, is prostrated with 
grief. Mrs. Weikert's heart being affect- 
ed and chances of her recovery are very 
doubtful. 


Miss Weaver was aged about 35 years.

“I went to Nome in 1000,M said 
Mr. Cannon, “and I have come out 
for a little trip. 
I am going to enjoy 
myself, and after visiting several of 
the Eastern cities I shall go back 
to Salt Lake to spend tho winter, 


“The secret of living a long time 
is very simple. 
The Apostle Paul 
admonished his people to be tem pe­ 
rate in all things, and that is the 
only safe rule. 
To that I have added 
a recipe of my own, which is this: 
Think of living instead of dying. 


“The 
North, instead 
of being a 
cold and merciless parent, is in real­ 
ity the kindest of mothers. 
She gives 
her children 
strength and 
vigor. 
When I went to Alaska se^en years 
ago I was sick, but I came away 
feeling better than I have for fifty 
years. 
I have a picnic every day. 


“When I go back East I am going 
to call on the men in the Pension 
Bureau in W ashington. 
The idea 
of them 
giving a veteran 
of the 
Mexican war only $20 a month. It’s 
outrageous, and I ’m going to tell 
them exactly w hat I think about it. 
Down there at Salt Lake I om a high 
priest of the Mormon church, and I 
think I shall 
get 
Senator 
Reed 
Smoot to go with me down to the 
Pension office. 
It might help me to 
make my entrance into the building 
a little more impressive. 
I am con­ 
vinced 
that there 
m ust be some 
scoundrels working there, to give a 
Mexican 
war veteran 
only $20 a 
m onth.” 


‘ Mr. Cannon enlisted in the Louis­ 
ville Legion for the Me clean Avar. 
He went to Salt Lake in 1S7J. and be­ 
came a convert to the teachings of 
Joseph Smith. 
He is a relative of 
the Cannon who was once president 
of the church. 
He purpo?es going 
to Jeffersonville, Ind., where he will 
visit his son, and after that he will 
see the national capital and return 
to his old home in Kentucky. 
Then 
he will visit the Mormon colony in 
old Mexico and go to Utah to spend 
the remainder of the winter. 


Despite his eighty-three years Mr. 
Cannon is clear-eyed and vigorous. 
He walks with a springy step and his 
appearance 
indicates that 
he will 
make good his resolution to live 100 
years. 


“I am not thinking much about 
th a t,” he said. 
“They’ll probably 
have to shoot a lot of us old fellows 
on Judgm ent Day.”

sary sometimes to criticise the con­ 
duct of individuals and men in office, 
but when this is done it is not be­ 
cause the newspaper, or some em­ 
ploye cf the newspaper has a person­ 
al grudge at the person thus critic­ 
ised, 
It is because this criticism is 
in the 
best interests of 
the com­ 
munity, and any newspaper which 
thus criticises merely to satisfy a per­

It was while on the last tour that his 
company made that Mrs. James Stew­ 
art told him the story at her home 
at Prince Albert, in the Northwest 
Territory. 


Mr. and Mrs. Stewart lived in Win­ 
nipeg in IS 62. 
The former was then 
and has for fifty years been a trader 
in the employ of the Hudson Bay Fur 
Company. 
They are a highly re­ 
spectable Scotch family. 
It was one 
evening shortly after the terrible In­ 
dian outbreak and massacre in Min­ 
nesota In the year named that some 
Sioux Indians from this side of the 
international border came to Winni­ 
peg, then a mere cluster of stores and 
houses. 
They visited the Stewart 
home, seeking supplies. 
A squaw 
was carrying a white child of per­ 
haps two years, which when placed 
upon the floor ran to Mrs. Stewart, 
piteously calling “mamma,” which 
was the only English word that it 
knew. 
Mrs. Stewart fed the lad and 
asked as to its family and homo, but 
the squaw only shook her head and 
replied that she did not know. When 
the Indians left the child clung so 
closely to Mrs. Stewart that it was 
necessary for the Indians to pull it 
away, sobbing violently. 


The incident affected Mrs. Stewart 
greatly, and she regretted that they 
had allowed the child to go. 
When 
the squaw again called at the home 
the next morning the child ran to 
Mrs. Stewart as before and clung to 
her. 
Mrs. Stewart was able to learn 
no more of its history than she had 
the evening before, but arranged to 
buy it from the squaw for a quantity 
of supplies. 
She reared the lad with 
her own children, and it gained a 
deep hold upon her affections. 


Eight years later the squaw visited 
Winnipeg again and called upon Mrs. 
Stewart, begging for food. 
This time 
she was prevailed upon, in return for 
a liberal supply of bacon and flour, 
to tell what she knew of the child’s 
history. 
She said that at Lac qui 
Parle, Minn., the entire family of 
Charles Merrick had been massacred 
by her band, except the two-year-old 
boy, which had toddled to her for 
protection. 
Her mother heart had 
warmed toward the little one and 
she had taken it and carried it upon 
her back, walking on foot, all the 
way to Winnipeg. 
Of the child’s oth­ 
er relatives she knew nothing. 


Mr. Stewart at once wrote to the 
postmaster at Lac qui Parle, who 
veriiied the Indian’s statement, ex­ 
cept that he said it had been the gen­ 
eral supposition that the entire fam­ 
ily had been killed. 


The Stewarts were never able to 
learn of* any relatives that the boy 
had, and the latter grew to manhood 
in their family and was educated the 
same as their own sons, graduating 
with honors from the University of 
Manitoba. 
It had been intended that 
he should adopt a profession, but his 
health failed and he went to San 
Francisco in hopes of securing ben­ 
efit from a change of climate. 
He 
took up stenography and became an 
official court reporter, but the “white 
plague“ took him off. 
A few hours 
before the end came he wrote a letter 
to Mrs. Stewart, telling her how he 
appreciated 
the 
many 
kindnesses 
shown him by the family. 


It was with frequent tears and 
sighs of emotion that Mrs. Stewart 
told the story to Mr. Andrews, after 
having learned that he was from 
Minnesota and knew some of the 
Merricks. 
She asked him to seek out 
some of the family and tell them of 
the escape of the child and how he 
had grown to manhood. 


The Merrick family that was mas­ 
sacred at Lac -qui Parle lived at Tra­ 
verse des Sioux, near St. Peter, in 
the 50's, and Charles Merrick, with 
his brother, Samuel, was a trader and 
had a large brick store. 
He moved 
to Lac qui Parle, while the family of 
Samuel Merrick moved to Elysian. 
SamuePs son, Hush Merrick, later 
went to Duluth, but ^race of the fam­ 
ily has since been lost. 


Mr. and Mrs. Stewart, by a strange 
coincidence, gave the name of Charles 
to 
the boy, 
it being his father's 
name. 
When they learned that the 
father 
was 
Charles Merrick 
they 
added “Merrick,“ and called the boy 
Charles Merrick Stewart.

One of the most remarkable books 
which has been devoted to Japan and 
Japanese politics since the deluge of 
such works 
immediately 
after 
the 
close of the 
Russian*.! apanese 
war 
has just been published in Paris by 
M. Leo Byram, under the title, “Pet­ 
it Jap deviendra grand.** 
What he 
writes about Korea is (specially in­ 
teresting. 


According to his story, 
the 
mo­ 
ment one sets foot on Korean soil at 
Fusan, Japanese domination becomes 
apparant. 
Korean coolies 
work on 
the new dyke under the direction of 
Japanese bosses. 
In a way this is 
said to be a characteristic note of 
what one will observe throughout the 
country. 
On the road to Seoul Kor­ 
ean porters are seen burdened with 
huge weights and whipped on their 
way by a Japanese gendarme. 
A lit­ 
tle further on a Korean yang-bane 
(mandarin) dodges to one side to let 
the lowest of Japanese coolies pass. 


This sovereign spirit of the Japan­ 
ese, Mr. Byram says, is more appar­ 
ent and more openly affected in the 
ancient Korean capital than in any 
other place. 
For at Seoul memories 
of the fallen dynasty and the’ events 
which led to its fall give rise *af times 
to melancholy developments. 


The quicker life which the new oc­ 
cupants have substituted for the slug­ 
gard past of the “Country of the 
Morning Calm,” is vividly presented 
by Mr. Byram in a description of one 
of those popular military 
festivals 
consecrated by the victors to the 
commemoration of the late war. 
An 
arch of triumph spans the principal 
street, and a kirmess is in full swing. 
Gen. Nodzu, formerly commander of 
the Fourth Army at Mukden; Prince 
Ito, and Admirals Kamimura and In- 
ouya mingle with the promenaders, 
laugh at the geishas, laugh at the 
Korean maidens, and, 
despite 
their 
age and their titles, frankly play the 
roles of their youth. 


“And it is an opportunity,” M. Bry- 
am writes, “to admire again the sim­ 
plicity, the unaffectedness, and the 
familiarity of these men. 
The mo­ 
ment the official cortege is broken, 
they slip into the crowd, mixing and 
fraternizing with the common people. 
It seems as though there are no bar­ 
riers, no longer any 
difference 
of 
rank, each of them expecting no less 
and no more than what may be ex­ 
pected by the humblest citizen.” 


This* equality of all before all the 
author finds again in the patriotic 
sentiment which animates the Japan­ 
ese emigrants on their way to the 
north. 
He traveled with them to the 
“Manchurian Switzerland,” that moun­ 
tainous region which was the theatre 
of A e offensive march of Kuroki 011 
Mukden. 
He goes by way of the 
military railway, a bold Japanese en­ 
terprise which picturesquely 
worms 
its way from pass to 
pass. 
These 
emigrants, veterans 
for 
the # most 
part, refresh their memory by aid of 
popular maps distributed gratis in the 
country by thousands, and which are 
understood by everybody. 


“My companions/* writes the 
au­ 
thor, “are as busy as they can be re­ 
calling the scenes of glorious epi­ 
sodes. 
They point to right and left, 
to a ruined pagoda, toward a village 
with its roofs still unmended, toward 
peaks still scarred by empty trenches. 
‘Rouski, rouski!* they cry, and then, 
again, ‘Nipon, Nipon!’—and then in 
a curious blend of Japanese, English 
and French, ‘Nipon made Rouski tou- 
jours go back.’ *' 


This sentence, 
where 
three 
lan­ 
guages are mixed up in a naif jargon, 
can be accepted, says the author, as 
the very formula of Japanese imper­ 
ialism, 


But if signs of the recent conflict 
are not wanting along the road all 
traces of it disappear with the arrival 
of Mukden. 
Here the Japanese are 
working like conquerors and masters. 
They evidently have no regard for 
Mukden as a historical monument nor 
as a witness to ages which have dis­ 
appeared. 
They care little for the 
past, being so absorbed 
with 
the 
present and future. The -city was too 
small for present necessities. They 
are transforming it. 
They dig, tear 
down and build up, and clean away, 
even to the ancient walls half buried 
in centuries 
of 
accumulated 
filth. 
They are changing the sordid cess­ 
pools, which used to be called streets, 
into broad, clean avenues. 
For this 
purpose they dig deep and lay their 
foundations on solid stone. They are 
evidently building for eternity. 


These vast undertakings M. Byram 
says, show the political and military 
importance which the Japanese at­ 
tach to Mukden. 
And, in fact, few 
cities in the world present such pos­ 
sibilities. 
It is the centre of rail­ 
road lines from Port Arthur and Dal- 
n f, prolonged toward the north to 
Harbin;

railroad, and of the Mukden-Si-M In-

All of these railroads 
foave been relaid on

Japaneso 
standard. 
They are already showing 
an immense profit through the trans­ 
port of Chinese travelers, which the 
author calls "tho easiest aud most 
profitable of merchandise.” 


“These roads, 
moreover, 
prepare 
for the monopolization of Manchur­ 
ian trade for Japanese 
goods, 
¿Kid 
will serve to push further and further 
north the vague limits of Russian ex« 
panslon.

“I haunted tho otllces, and finally 
i took to 
haunting the emigrant 
homes and places. 
I caught Delia 
fresh from tho old sod, so to speak. 
I think it was the nice, gonewma 
width between her eyes and the neat­ 
ness of her hair that won me. A Kiri 
with such gh ss\ hair must be ca­ 
pable of being instructed in tidy ways, 
must even have a little vanity to 
which 
judicious 
appeal 
could 
be 
mado! 
And a girl with eyes set like 
that would never do anything niean- 
never leave you in the lurch, or wear 
your best petticoat when you wero 
away, or hide the pieces of the dt*ho3 
she broke and then deny all knowl­ 
edge of them.

“On washdays I lunch down-town 
with Walter, so that she won’t have 
to bother with me at all between 
breakfast and dinner-time. 
We have 
a simple dinner that night, and any 
other night when she has had a very 
trying day. 


“We use a table-cloth very seldom. 
I think people imagine I want to 
show off my mahogany. 
It is good- 
looking, and I do like it when the 
candle-light and the flowers shine in 
its surface. 
But it’s chiefly because 
doilies are easier to do up that I pre­ 
fer them. 
I wear dark silk shirt­ 
waists a good deal for every day— 
it’s always washable silk, so that 1 
can be as fresh as possible; but at 
the same time they don’t get soiled 
so soon, and doing them up is the 
. asiest thing in the world. 


“When we have any dessert at all 
it is likely to be jelly and cheese; 
primarily, I suppose, it was because 
Walter was fond of it; but second­ 
arily because there was no labor for 
Delia attached to it.

dinner with a little relish—caviar or 
anchovy or smoked salmon—instead 
of with soup, so that she will not 
have that extra cooking to do.

and ceilings, he loads his gun with 
salt balls. 
These are used to stun 
tho rats sufllclcMitly for him to get 
at them with a heavy stick. 
Despite 
the efforts of the professional rat 
catcher tho rodents increase so rapid­ 
ly that it is 
nemssary 
every 
six 
months or so to go after them with 
ferrets. 


On West Madison street there lives 
j a man who keeps a supply of rat 
catching ferrets constantly on hand. 
His name is George Sells, and what 
he doe*sn’t know about rats and meth­ 
ods of cat t hing them isn’t worth 
j knowing. He contracts to rid a build- 
1 ing of rats just as an architect would 


j contract to put a new roof on it. 
, 
When Sells starts to rid a building 
of rats he first plugs all tho rat holes 
he can flnd. 
After that he turns his 
•trained ferrets, thirty of them, loose 
in the building. 
Tin» ferrets go into 
the holes afv r the rats and then, to 
quote Sells, there is a “scatterment.” 
The average rat would commit suicido 
before it would alloM Itself to be cap­ 
tured by a ferret. 
The rats know 
that onco their necks are caught in 
tho sharp teeth of the ferrets there 
is .110 hope for them. 


Not long ago Sells was cleaning 
out the rats in the Carson-Pirie-Scott 
store, in State sireet. About 0 o’clock 
at night, when all was still in the 
place and the rats were holding high 
carnival, 
Sells 
turned 
the 
ferrets 
loose. 
Instantly there was such a 
sqeaking that it seemed to the watch­ 
man that an earthquake had struck 
Chicago and that the mighty steel 
girders of the building were complain­ 
ing of the strain forced upon them. 
The rats ran everywhere. They jump­ 
ed into the elovator shaft in such 
numbers that Adolph Swanson, one 
of the janitors, said he was kept busy 
half the night scooping them up into 
baskets. 
Sells who knew what would 
happen when the ferrets were turned 
loose, had left the windows up on the 
alley side of the big store and through 
•these the rats jumped recklessly to 
tho hard pavement below. 
In less 
than an hour after the ferrets began 
operations there was not a rat or a 
mouse in the store.—Chicago Tribune.

TOURISTS FIND ICELAND.

Sturdy Iceland Ponies. 


Many misconceptions as to Iceland 
exist in our country. 
It may sur­ 
prise many, says the National Geo­ 
graphic Magazine, to know that the 
Icelanders who have emigrated to 
America are said by their relatives 
at homo to complain bitterly of the 
extreme cold of our winters. 


Mr. Iialldor Bjarnarson, a Luther­ 
an minister on the north coast of Ice­ 
land, writing of the past winter in his 
district, says that at 110 time did he 
observe the temperature to drop be­ 
low plus 5 degrees Fahrenheit. That 
was almost on the Arctic Circle. 


Two lines of steamships maintain 
regular all the year sailings between 
Denmark, Scotland and Iceland by 
way of the Faroe Islands. The single 
passage to Reykjavik, the capital of 
the island, on the southwest coast, 
requires from three to four days from 
Leith, or five to seven days from Cop­ 
enhagen. 


The steamers of those lines are an­ 
nually carrying more and more tour­ 
ists to an island which is but just be­ 
coming recognized as one of the most 
interesting and fascinating lands in 
the world. 


Excluding meals, which cost $1 a 
day, the round trip 
fare 
between 
either Copenhagen or Leith and Ice­ 
land is about $30. 


Barring the possibility of driving 
on a narrow carriage road for about 
ono day's ride from the capital, and 
possibly a less distance from some 
of tho smaller towns, all travel must 
be made on pony back. 
Much has 
been written about the Icelandic pony. 
He is individual, a type by himself,

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BOY WAS 
SAVED. 


That truth is sometimes stranger 
than fiction is proved by the roman- 
tic life history of Charles Merrick 
Stewart, supposed by all his relatives 
to have been killed by the Indians 
during the massacre of 1SG2, and 
i'' who grew up, lived and died in total 
ignorance of them, says the St. Paul 
(Minn.) Despatch. 
The strani^e tale 
lias to do with different people and 
localities 
in 
Minnesota, 
but 
was 
brought from the Far North by Ed. 
Andrews, now a resident of Oregon, 
but who is visiting his former home 
In this city, 
Mr. Andrews, until re- 
cently, M'as at the head of an opera 
company, but has retired and taken 
np '*the simple life'\on a fruit ranch. 
It was while on the last tour that his 
company made that Mrs. James Stew- 
art told him the story at her home 
at Prince Albert, in the Northwest 
Territory. 


Mr. and Mrs. Stewart lived in Win- 
nipeg in 1S62. 
The former was then 
and has for fifty years been a trader 
In the employ of the Hudson Bay Fur 
Company. 
They are a highly 
re- 
spectable Scotch family. 
It was one 
evening shortly after the terrible In- 
dian outbreak and massacre in Min- 
nesota In the year named that some 
Sioux Indians from this side of the 
international border came to Winni- 
peg, then a mere cluster of stores and 
houses. 
They visited 
the 
Stewart 
home, seeking supplies. 
A 
squaw 
"vs'as carrying a white child of per- 
haps two years, which when placed 
upon the floor ran to Mrs. Stewart, 
piteously 
calling 
"mamma," 
which 
"was the only English word that It 
knew. 
Mrs. Stewart fed the lad and 
asked as to its family and homo, but 
the squaw only shook her head and 
replied that she did not know. When 
the Indians left the child clung so 
closely to Mrs. Stewart that it was 
necessary for the Indians to pull it 
away, sobbing violently. 


The incident affected Mrs. Stewart 
greatly, and she regretted that they 
had allowed the child to go. 
When 
the squaw again called at the home 
the next morning the child ran to 
Mrs. Stewart as before and clung to 
her. 
Mrs. Stewart was able to learn 
no more of its history than she had 
the evening before, but arranged to 
buy it from the squaw for a quantity 
of supplies. 
She reared the lad with 
her own children, and it gained a 
deep hold upon her affections. 


Eight years later the squaw visited 
Winnipeg again and called upon Mrs. 
Stewart, begging for food. 
This time 
she was prevailed upon, in return for 
a liberal supply of bacon and 
flour, 
to tell what she knew of the child's 
history. 
She said that at Lac qui 
Parle, Minn., the entire family of 
Charles Merrick had been massacred 
by her band, except the two-year-old 
boy, which had toddled to her for 
protection. 
Her mother heart had 
warmed toward the little one and 
she had taken It and carried it upon 
her back, walking on foot, all the 
way to Winnipeg. 
Of the child's oth- 
er relatives she knew nothing. 


Mr. Stewart at once wrote to the 
postmaster at Lac qui Parle, 
who 
verified the Indian's statement, ex- 
cept that he said it had been the gen- 
eral supposition that the entire fam- 
ily had been killed. 


The Stewarts were never able to 
learn of* any relatives that the boy 
had, and the latter grew to manhood 
in their family and was educated the 
same as their own sons, graduating 
with honors from the University of 
Manitoba. 
It had been intended that 
he should adopt a profession, but his 
health failed and he went to San 
Francisco in hopes of securing ben- 
efit from a change of climate. 
He 
took up stenography and became an 
official court reporter, but the '•white 
plague" took him off. 
A few hours 
before the end came he wrote a letter 
to Mrs. Stewart, telling her how he 
appreciated 
the 
many 
kindnesses 
shown him by the family. 


It was with frequent tear^ 
and 
Bighs of emotion that Mrs, Stewart 
told the story to Mr. Andrews, after 
having learned that he was from 
Minnesota and knew some of 
the 
Merricks. 
She asked him to seek out 
some of the family and tell them of 
the escape of the child and how he 
had grown to manhood. 


The Merrick family that was mas- 
sacred at Lac -qui Parle lived at Tra- 
verse des Sioux, near St. Peter, in 
the 50's, and Charles Merrick, with 
his brother, Samuel, was a trader and 
had a large brick store. 
He moved 
to Lac qui Parle, while the family of 
Samuel Merrick moved to Elysian. 
Samuel's son. Rush Merrick, 
later 
went to Duluth, but ^race of the fam- 
ily has since been lost. 


Mr. and Mrs, Stewart, by a strange 
coincidence, gave the name of Charles 
to 
the 
boy, 
it being his father's 
name. 
When they learned that the 
father 
was 
Charles 
Merrick 
they 
added "Merrick," and called the boy 
Charles Merrick Stewart, 


was as red as the tattered muffler 
around his throat. 


"There is no man here,'* answered 
Mrs, Stannard; "I am the boss here." 


••Oh, you are, eh?" retorted 
the

boost so forceful that ho turned a 
somersault into the next field. 


Of course the tramps did not know 
that the ''unprotected" widow raised 
the bull from a calf, and that she is 
the only person in the neighborhood 
who ventures in the same field with 
it. 
Mrs. Stannard tends the bull to 
and from pasture, and it is as gentle 
as Mary's little lamb, but let a man 
climb the fence into the pasture and 
the beast charges him like a demon.

According to his story, 
the 
nio- 
nient one sets foot on Korean soil at 
Fusan, Japanese domination becomes 
apparant. 
Korean coolies 
work 
on 
the new dyke under the direction of 
Japanese bosses. 
In a way this is 
said to be a characteristic note of 
what one will observe throughout tho 
country. 
On the road to Seoul Kor- 
ean porters are seen burdened with 
huge weights and whipped on their 
way by a Japanese gendarme. 
A lit- 
tle further on a Korean 
yang-bane 
(mandarin) dodges to one side to let 
the lowest of Japanese coolies pass. 


This sovereign spirit of the Japan- 
ese, Mr. Byram says, is more appar- 
ent and more openly affected in the 
ancient Korean capital than in any 
other place. 
For at Seoul memories 
of the fallen dynasty and the' events 
which led to its fall give rise -at times 
to melancholy developments. 


The quicker life which the new oc- 
cupants have substituted for the slug- 
gard 
past of the 
"Country 
of 
the 
Morning Calm," is vividly presented 
by Mr. Byram in a description of one 
of those popular military 
festivals 
consecrated 
by the victors 
to 
the 
commemoration of the late war. 
An 
arch of triumph spans the principal 
street, and a kirmess is in full swing. 
Gen. Nodzu, formerly commander of 
the Fourth Army at Mukden; Prince 
Ito, and Admirals Kamimura and In- 
ouya mingle with the 
promenaders. 
laugh at the geishas, laugh at the 
Korean maidens, and, 
despite 
their 
age and their titles, frankly play the 
roles of their youth. 


"And it is an opportunity," M. Bry- 
am writes, "to admire again the sim- 
plicity, the unaffectedness, and 
the 
familiarity of these men. 
The mo- 
ment the official cortege is broken, 
they slip into the crowd, mixing and 
fraternizing with the common people. 
It seems as though there are no bar- 
riers, no longer any 
difference 
of 
rank, each of them expecting no less 
and no more than what may be ex- 
pected by the humblest citi'/eu." 


This* equality of all before all the 
author 
finds 
again in the 
patriotic 
sentiment which animates the Japan- 
ese emigrants on their way to Uie 
north. 
He traveled with them to the 
"Manchurian Switzerland." that moun- 
tainous region which was the theatre 
of rtie offensive march of Kuroki on 
Mukden. 
He goes by way of 
the 
military railway, a bold Japanese en- 
terprise which picturesquely 
worms 
its way from pass to 
pass. 
These 
emigrants, veterans 
for 
the 
^ most 
part, refresh their memory by aid of 
popular maps distributed gratis in the 
country by thousands, and which are 
understood by everybody. 


"My companions/* writes the 
au- 
thor, "are as busy as tliey can be re- 
calling 
the 
scenes 
of glorious 
epi- 
sodes. 
They point to right and left, 
to a ruined pagoda, toward a village 
with its roofs still unmended, toward 
peaks still scarred by empty trenches. 
'Rouski, rouski!' they cry, and then, 
again, 'Nlpon, Nlpon!'—and then in 
a curious blend of Japanese. English 
and French. 'Nipon made Rouskl tou- 
jours go back.' 


This sentence, 
where 
three 
lan- 
guages are mixed up in a naif jargon, 
can be accepted, says the author, as 
the very formula of Japanese imper- 
ialism, 


But if signs of the recent conflict 
are not wanting along the road all 
traces of it disappear with the arrival 
of Mukden. 
Here the Japanese are 
working like conquerors and masters. 
They evidently have no regard for 
Mukden as a historical monument nor 
as a witness to ages which have dis- 
appeared. 
They care little for the 
past, being so absorbed 
with 
the 
present and future. The -city was too 
small for present necessities. 
They 
are transforming it. 
They dig, tear 
down and build up, and clean away, 
even to the ancient walls half buried

Some of tho department stores em- 
ploy their owai rat catchers. 
At Car- 
son. Firie, Scott & Co.'s retail store 
there is a man whose duty it Is to 
keep the store free from rats 
and 
mice. 
This firm's rat catcher works 
at night and uses a small bore shot- 
gun with which to put his enemies 
out of commission. 
Instead of shot, 
which would tear holes In the walls 
and ceilings, ho loads his gun with 
salt balls. 
Those are used to stim 
the rats sufllcie>ntly for him to get 
at 'them with a heavy stick. 
Desplto 
the efforts of the 
profosslonal 
rat 
catcher tho rodents increase so rapid- 
ly that it is 
nerossary 
every 
six 
montlis or so to go after them with 
•ferreta. 


On West :\Indisnn street there lives 
a man who keeps a supply of rat 
catching ferrets constantly on hand. 
Ills name is George Soils, and what 
ho doosn't know about rats and meth- 
ods of 
cati hing 
them 
isn't 
worth 
knowing. 
He contracts to rid a build- 
ing of rats just as an architcct would 
contract to put a new roof on it. 


Whivi Sells starts to rid a building 
of rat-'^ he first plugs all tho rat holes 
he can find. After that ho turns his 
itraiuod fcirots. thirty of them, loose 
in tho building. 
Thf forrets go into 
the holt^s ixV.ov \hv rats and then, to 
quote Sells, tkore is a "scatterment." 
The average rat would commit sulcido 
before it would alloM itself to be cap- 
tured by a ferrot. 
The rats know 
that onco their necks are caught in 
tho sharp teeth of the ferrets there 
is .no hope for them. 


Not long ago Sells was cleaning 
out the rats in the Carson-Pirie-Scott 
store, in State sireet. About 9 o'clock 
at night, when all was still In the 
place and the rats were holding high 
carnival, 
Soils 
turned 
the 
ferrets 
loose. 
Instantly tliere was such 
a 
sqeaking that it seemed to the watch- 
man that an earthquake had struck 
Chicago and that the mighty 
steel 
girders of the building were complain- 
ing of the strain forced upon them. 
The rats ran everywhere. 
They jump- 
ed Into the elovator shaft in such 
numbers that Adolph Swanson, one 
of the janitors, said ho was kept busy 
half the night scooping them up into 
baskets. 
Soils who knew what would 
happen when the ferrets wore turned 
loose, had left the windows up on the 
alley side of the big store and through 
'these the rats jumped recklessly to 
tho hard pavement below. 
In less 
than an hour after the ferrets began 
operations there was not a rat or a 
mouse in the store.—Chicago Tribune.

Mr. Halldor Bjarnarson, a Luther- 
an minis-ter on the north coast of Ice- 
land, writing of the past winter in his 
district, says that at no time did he 
observe the temperature to drcp be- 
low plus 5 degrees Fahrenheit. That 
was almost on the Arctic Circle. 


Two lines of steamships maintain 
regular all the year sailings between 
Denmark. 
Scotland 
and Iceland 
by 
way of the Faroe Islands. 
The single 
passage to Reykjavik, the capital of 
the island, on the southwest coast, 
requires from three to four days from 
Leith, or five to seven days from Cop- 
enhagen. 


The steamers of those lines are an- 
nually carrying more and more tour- 
ists to an island which is but just be- 
coming recognized as one of the most 
interesting and fascinating lands in 
the world.
